Blockaded by Fire in tb« MierraB- 


Tronble at Vteeo 


The San Francuco Bulletin, of the 


4tb, says: 


The fire in the Sierras along the line 


of the Central Pacific is proving more 
troublesome lo th« railroad than for 
many yours. Lust Thursday tEey were 
reported generally subdued and trains 
came through on time, but they have 
since broken oat afresh in several 
places, burned several long lines of 
snow sheds and made warm work for the 
railroad men. The first fires, nearly 
two weeks ago, broke out near Alta, and 
since then the forests on both sides of 
the track have been blazing in plates all 
along the line to Cisco. Two snowsheds 
each 1,500 feet long, have been de- 
stroyed, besides other small railroad 
buildings at different points. Reports 
that came to Southern Pacific headquar- 
ters yesterday told of reuewed efforts to 
subdue the flames, which threaten to 
block all central overland travel. 
Over 


two hundred men, gathered from sta- 
tions all along the line, are out and do- 
ing effective work. Trains with water 
tanks are mode use of on the line, 
while the men work vigorously in par- 
ties along the sides of the track, 
The 


yard at Cisco baa been crowded by 
trnius for tho past few days, waiting 
there until receiving orders to run the 
blockade wont-bound. 
Last night a 


loose rail m the yard caused a through 
freight, No. 14, to go off the track, and 
this accident added to the causes of the 
blockade. Both trains from Ogden, due 
here yesterday, were delayed in conse- 
quence several hours. The train due 
at 10:45 wtis kept back six hours and the 
Pacific Express, due here at 12:45 P. M., 
was delayed about four hours.
